FOUR CONCRETE 
SHIPS LAUNCHED 


REDWOOD CITY, March 14,—His- 
tory was written at Redwood City 
this afternoon and a new epoch in 
shipbuilding was ushered in when 
the Faith, -concrete leviathan, was 
launched.
